THE  ANNUAL  occurrence  of  year-end  dis- 
interestedness has  manifested  itself  even  in  the 
Brigham  Young  University  student  Senate. 
While  most  of  the  members  are  still  inter- 
ested, and  working  hard  on  a new  studentbody 
constitution,  four  of  the  studentbody’s  elected 
representatives  have  been  disenfranchised  be- 
cause of  their  unexcused  absence  from  three 
or  more  Senate  meetings. 


Much  more  important,  however,  is  the  lack 
of  interest  shown  by  the  Senators-elect  who 
are  due  to  pick  up  where  this  year’s  group 
leaves  off  on  the  constitution. 


AT  THE  WEDNESDAY  night  meeting,  only 
ten  Senators-elect  were  present  to  listen,  or 
participate  in,  the  discussion  which  centered 
around  the  instrument  with  which  they  will  be 
working  next  year. 


More  disgraceful,  however,  was  the  poor  at- 
tendance by  these  students  at  the  Friday  mor- 
ning special  session.  ONLY  SIX  SENATORS- 
ELECT  APPARENTLY  FOUND  IT  IMPERA- 
TIVE TO  BE  IN  ATTENDANCE,.  Two  of  these 
six  are  incumbent  Senate  members. 

One  of  those  who  didn’t  attend  used  the  ex- 


cuse that  “we  don’t  have  to  go  until  Monday 
night.” 

UNDER  THESE . circumstances,  the  Daily 
Universe  questions  the  interest  of  those  elec- 
ted representatives  who,  although  a vital  is- 
sue was  being  discussed,  were  not  in  attend- 
ance at  the  meeting. 

If  this  is  an  example  of  the  results  which 
we  can  expedt  from  Senate  actions  during  the 
next  year,  it  is  doubtful  if  members  of  the 
BYU  studentbody  will  receive  full  value  for 
the  voting  powers  which  they  exercised  last 
month.

BRIGHAM  Young  University 
rolled  up  its  highest  point  total 
of  the  season  Friday  afternoon 
when  it  pummled  an  under- 
manned Utah  State  Aggie  squad 
102%  to  28%  in  Y Stadium. 


A crowd  of  approximately 
3,000  watched  the  Cougar  pow- 
erhouse chalk  up  its  seventh 
straight  win  of  the  season. 


. Ralph  Bonham  got  the  nod  In 
the  high  jump  with  a leap  of  6 
feet  6 inches  to  edge  teammate 
Doug  Spainhower  for  first  place. 


Mel  Wilkes  and  Ben  Brooks 
got  one-two  in  the  broad  jump 
with  the  Ags  getting  a point 
when  Dale  Frehner  took  third. 


The  highlight  of  the  afternoon 
had  nothing  to  do  with  the  out- 
come or  score  of  the  meet  as  the 
performer  was  not  affiliated 
with  either  team. 


CHARLES  “Pinky”  Higgins, 
recently  declared  ineligible  for 
conferen.ce  competition,  became 
the  number  one  javelin  man  in 
the  country  as  a result  of  a tre- 
mendous toss  of  250  feet  3 
inches.  This  broke  the  existing 
Y Stadium  record  by  some  18 
feet  and  put  Higgins  in  a prom- 
ising position  as  far  as  the  1956 
Olympic  team  is  concerned. 


The  Cats  got  their  winning 
total  by  sweeping  three  events 
and  winning  twelve  of  the  fif- 
teen contests. 

BYU  won  sweeps  in  the  mile 
run,  220  yard  dash,  and  the  low 
hurdles. 

PAUL  ANDERSON  took  the 
ribbon  in  the  mile  with  the  time 
of  4:21.9,  followed  by  Sherald 
James  and  A1  Ray. 

In  the  220,  Dick  Heywood, 
Arlyn  Finlinson  and  Frank 
Molle  crossed  the  line  one-two- 
three  for  the  Y’s  men.  Hey- 
wood’s  time  was  21.8. 

An  upset  transpired  in  the 
low  hurdles  where  sprinter 
Frank  Molle  entered  as  a dark 
horse  and  beat  teammates  Ray- 
nor Pearce  and  Roger  Silk. 

The  Cougar  mile  relay  team 
turned  the  trick  by  bettering 
their  own  conference  record 
when  it  ran  an  exhibition  against 
the  clock  and  came  out  with 
the  time  of  3:19  flat. 

BILLY  MEADOWS  took  first 
place  m the  pole  vault  with  a 
leap  of  13  feet.  A tie  for  second 
place  between  Kim  Russon  and 
Gary  Smith  of  the  AC  took  the 
rest  of  the  points. 


HAL  WERNER  had  a good 
throw  when  he  tossed  224  feet 
4 inches,  but  seemed  dwarfed 
next  to  Higgins’  toss. 

Paul  Anderson  pulled  another 
double  win  in  the  mile  and  the 
880  when  he  edged  brother  Os- 
car in  the  half  and  beat  Sherald 
James  in  the  mile. 

Arlyn  Finlinson  was  clocked 
at  48.6  for  his  second  fastest 


time  of  the  year  in  the  440.  Jim 
Crittenden  of  the  Cats  was  sec- 
ond. 


KEITH  CARR  won  high 
hurdles  with  a time  of  15.6.  This 
was  Carr’s  first  race  of  the  year. 

In  the  two  mile  grind  Korean 
Bok  Suk  Shim  won  again  with 
a time  of  9:44.8. 

The  Aggies  got  their  three 
first  places  in  the  100,  where 
Ez  Smith  edged  Heywood  with 
a 9.8. 

Big  L.  J.  Sylvester  got  the 
other  two  firsts,  both  by  close 
margins.
